Claims: 

Claims 35-42 are cancelled. 

Election/Restrictions 

The elected invention is allowable; therefore, the withdrawn claims depending on 
allowed independent claims have been rejoined. These claims include 3, 5, and 45-50. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach or suggest "a substrate; a first fluid feed slot formed in the substrate and 
having a first fluid feed slot edge; first firing resistors disposed along the first fluid feed 
slot and first nozzle openings each associated with one of the first firing resistors, 
wherein the first firing resistors are configured to respond to a first current to heat fluid 
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provided by the first fluid feed slot via a fluid path and eject the fluid from the associated 
one of the first nozzle openings; first conductive leads extending to respective ones of 
the first firing resistors, and second conductive leads extending from respective ones of 
the first firing resistors; and a reference conductor formed on the substrate and 
configured to conduct the first current from the first firing resistors, wherein the 
reference conductor is disposed between adjacent ones of the first firing resistors as 
associated with respective ones of the first nozzle openings, between the first 
conductive leads and the second conductive leads of one of the first firing resistors and 
the first conductive leads and the second conductive leads of an adjacent one of the 
first firing resistors, and under the fluid path in an area between the first fluid feed slot 
edge and the first firing resistors".
